Tentative budget okayed 
by Sauk College Board

A tentativ e budg et fo r the 197 4-7 5 academ­ 
ic y ear was ado pted by the Sauk Valley Co l­ 
leg e Bo ard Mo nday nig ht. The budg et to tals 
$2,612,441, an increase o f $262,396 o v er the 
197 3-7 4 scho o l budg et, and a reco rd. 
Included in the budg et was a salary sum­ 
matio n tentativ ely setting the salary 
co sts at 
$1,8 64,911, depending o n salary neg o tiatio ns. 
The budg et sets to tals in the educatio nal 
fund at $2,47 2,5 41 and the funds fo r building 
and maintenance at $139,900. 
Final appro v al o f the budg et will be in Sep­ 
tember after a public hearing scheduled fo r 
Sept. 23. The tentativ e budg et will be placed 
o n display fo r public inspectio n thro ug ho ut 
the co mmunity until the public hearing . 
The bo ard ag reed to allo w the Sterling 
Co mmunity Scho o l district to use the co lleg e’s 
facilities to pro v ide a ho t-lunch pro g ram fo r 
the Sterling Elementary Scho o ls and the Ro ck 
Falls Elementary Scho o ls. 
The ag reement g uarantees $13,900 pay ­ 
ment fro m the Sterling district to pay fo r the 
rental o f the space, depreciatio n o n the kitch­ 
en equipment, rental fro m the Whiteside Area 
Vo catio nal Scho o l and the reimbursement fo r 
utility co sts. 
The ag reement also requests 5 0 per cent o f 
any receipt in ex cess o f the o perating co sts. 
The o fficial co ntract between Sauk and the 
Sterling district will be fo rmulated by the 
nex t bo ard meeting . The co ntract also limits 
the number o f meals prepared fo r o ne y ear at 
425 ,000. 
Dr. Geo rg e Co le, president o f the co lleg e, 
anno unced to the bo ard the receipt o f de-an­ 


nex atio n petitio ns fro m the Oreg o n and Man­ 
lius Co mmunity Scho o l Districts. Bo th hig h 
scho o l districts had been appo inted to the 
Sauk District by the Illino is J unio r Co lleg e 
Bo ard. Co le said the o nly thing Sauk can do is 
to pro v ide the info rmatio n fo r the v o ters’ de­ 
cisio n. 
A building trades pro g ram in co o peratio n 
with the Skilled Trades Unio n with so me 
funds co ming fro m the state co lleg e bo ard 
was discussed. The apprenticeship pro g ram, 
if instituted, wo uld pro v ide a certified Build­ 
ing Trades Co urse at Sauk fo r the 197 4 fall se­ 
mester. Dr. Co le said the pro g ram wo uld be 
o pen but it wo uld no t g uarantee a student’s 
membership in the skilled trades unio n. A 
similar pro g ram has been established at 
Ro ck Valley Co lleg e in co njunctio n with the 
Carpenters Lo cal No . 7 92 which ex tends into 
the Sauk district. 
The 
Anix ter Co mmunicatio ns 
Sy stem 
Co mpany ex tended its lease with the co lleg e 
fo r space in the T-2 building o n the campus fo r 
an additio nal 12 mo nths. The ex tensio n will 
permit the co mpany to use the facility until 
No v . 30, 197 5 . 
Anix ter also cho se no t to rent the additio n­ 
al space av ailable in the T-2 building as ap­ 
pro v ed by the bo ard at its J uly 22 meeting . 
An additio nal $15 0 fo r mo v ing ex penses 
was g ranted fo r Dr. Ro nald Williams, new 
Dean o f Career Educatio n. The bo ard had 
o rig inally appro priated $8 00 to pay his mo v ­ 
ing ex penses fro m New Yo rk but the to tal ex ­ 
pense was $95 0. 
A reco mmendatio n fro m Dean Ro bert Ed-

The fate o f a series o f raises pro po sed fo r Lee 
Co unty Nursing Ho me emplo y es remained unkno wn 
at no o ntime to day . If appro v ed, the pay hikes wo uld 
co st tax pay ers appro x imately $5 0,000, acco rding to 
J o seph Klueppel, administrato r o f the 9 2-bed fa­ 
cility . 
Klueppel asked the Lee Co unty Bo ard, at its 
meeting this mo rning , to appro v e a pay packag e 
which wo uld raise the starting salary abo v e the $2 
minimum wag e to $2.25 per ho ur. The starting sal­ 
ary no w is between $1.9 0 and $2.10 per ho ur, he said. 
“ Turno v er is o ur big g est pro blem,’’ the admin­ 
istrato r to ld bo ard members in substantiating his 
pro po sal. “ We’v e had two -thirds o f o ur staff leav e— 
and y o u just can’t run an efficient facility with that 
rate.” 
If appro v ed, the pay hikes wo uld represent an 
appro x imate 15 per cent increase. Klueppel main­ 
tained 5 8 o f the ho me’s 7 5 emplo y es fall between the 
$1.90-$2.15 lev el. “ We can’t perfo rm o ur duties ef­ 
fectiv ely half o f the time—we’re a 24-ho ur facility — 
and we need trained peo ple who are willing to sta y ,” 
Klueppel said. 
He cited area health care facilities including 
KSB Ho spital and Sterling Co mmunity General 
Ho spital as well as Dix o n State Scho o l— “ all o f 
which ex ceed my rates.” 
Altho ug h Klueppel said the increases wo uld fall 
within the remainder o f this y ear’s budg et, at no in­ 
crease, the 197 4-7 5 budg et wo uld reflect the bulk o f 
the increases estimated at $5 0,000. 
The raises, acco rding to Klueppel, wo uld no t be 
an acro ss-the-bo ard rate hike, but rather an admin­ 
istrativ e decisio n-making pro cess, handling each 
emplo y e indiv idually . 


Bo th the Fees and Salaries and Nursing and 
Health Co mmittees reco mmended appro v al o f the 
increases; ho wev er, Do nald Burke, District 3, mo ­ 
tio ned that the matter be taken up at a no o ntime 
meeting o f the Finance Co mmittee and be bro ug ht 
back at this afterno o n’s sessio n fo r actio n. 
That mo tio n to uched o ff ano ther discussio n, this 
centering aro und rates paid the nursing ho me by 


the Department o f Public Aid. With the co unty ’s 
o pen do o r po licy , 81 per cent o f the patients are pub­ 
lic aid recipients with the state picking up the tab, 
but at a lo wer rate than a priv ate patient. 
Klueppel said the o peratio n wo uld stay “ in the 
black” if the bo ard ado pted a “ priv ate patient” po l­ 
icy o r if the to wnships paid the difference between 
the two rates. Altho ug h no fig ures were mentio ned, 
Klueppel did say the big g est pro blem area is the 
mo rtg ag e pay ment o n the new facility with which 
state funds canno t be used to repay . 


Klueppel said he was ho peful state aid pay ­ 
ments wo uld be increased to o ffset present co sts. 
Getting back to his pro po sal o n salary hikes, 
Klueppel said his big g est co mpetitio n lo cally , as far 
as salaries are co ncerned, is the state scho o l. “ Let’s 
face it— peo ple are g o ing to wo rk where they are 
paid the mo st mo ney — and rig ht no w we just can’t 
co mpete.” 
Burke’s mo tio n was carried and the matter laid 
o v er until this afterno o n. 
A reso lutio n to reduce the number o f co unty liq­ 
uo r licenses wo n easy appro v al. Nineteen licenses 
were o n the bo o ks; ho wev er, acco rding to acting 
liquo r co mmissio ner Lo well Beg g s, o nly 18 are in 
use. 


Beg g s, a member o f the Liquo r Co mmissio n, 
was acting in the absence o f Aug ust “ Gus” Fraza, 
who was absent fro m to day ’s sessio n. Blaine Allen, 
District 2 Finance Co mmittee chairman, serv ed as 
tempo rary chairman. 
In lig ht o f recent disturbances at the Hideaway 
Lo ung e, Sto ny Po int Ro ad, Beg g s was asked to re­ 
po rt o n his inv estig atio n. The lo ung e has been the 
scene o f repeated po lice interv entio n in recent 
weeks inv o lv ing a bo ttle-thro wing incident which 
injured o ne g irl, a fig ht and an alleg ed rape— all o c­ 
curring o utside the establishment. 
Beg g s said underco v er inv estig ato rs had been 
sent into the establishment. “ They described the 
mo o d as ‘a church picnic’,” Beg g s repo rted. “ They 
fo und no thing illeg al— no mino rs drinking , no do pe, 
no pro stitutio n— no thing at all wro ng . 
State’s Atty . Patrick Ward, o n hand fo r the dis­ 


cussio n, added “ these pro blems h av e o ccurred o n 
the Hideaway lo t and the o wners 
are no t directly ac­ 
co untable . . . there’s no thing linking the o wners to 
the disturbances. Beg g s added the lo ung e has a new 
manag er as o f Aug . 1 to g ether with beefed-up secur­ 
ity to prev ent any future disturbances. 
The firm’s o wners are listed under a co rpo ra­ 
tio n with principals liv ing in Itasca and Elg in. 
In ano ther related liquo r matter, the bo ard was 
ex pected to take actio n ag ainst the Marina Lo ung e, 
stemming fro m the beating o f a po liceman called to 
the lo ung e after clo sing ho urs o n a disturbance call. 
Sheriff Ray mo nd Nehring , in a repo rt to the 
bo ard, said a Rural Crime Prev entio n g rant to taling 
$2,5 00 has been receiv ed and wo uld be used to ward 
purchase o f a 197 4 marked squad car fo r use in the 
rural areas o f the co unty . 
Nehring also requested the co unty inv estig ate 
the feasibility o f underg ro und g aso line sto rag e 
tanks to be lo cated at the co unty hig hway g arag e. 
The sheriff po inted o ut that with hig her g aso line 
prices, the co unty is no lo ng er g etting a disco unt o n 
its g aso line purchases. During J uly , co unty squad 
cars used 4,000 g allo ns o f fuel, the sheriff said 
In o ther actio n the bo ard ado pted a $18 8 ,630 
budg et fo r the Lee Co unty Health Department, up 
$15 ,000 fro m last y ear’s budg et. 
—Reco mmended appro v al o f the reappo int­ 
ment o f Lo well Wilso n to a fiv e-y ear term o n the 
Public Building Co mmissio n.

Impasse reached in Cyprus peace talks 


GENEVA, Switzerland 
(AP) 
— A scheduled meeting to dis­ 
cuss a Turkish co mpro mise o n 
Cy prus’ po litical future was 
canceled to day . Turkey said the 
impasse is critical, called ho me 
its env o y to Athens fo r co n­ 
sultatio ns, and said its tro o ps 
o n Cy prus “ no w are stro ng 
eno ug h to o ccupy the entire 
island. 
“ We o nly ask fo r o ur rig hts. 
We are determined to g et 
them,” Turkey ’s Interio r minis­ 
ter, Og uzhan Asilturk, declared 


in Ankara. 
Glafco s Clerides, Greek Cy ­ 
prio t president o f Cy prus, to ld 
repo rters there mig ht be a 
meeting Wednesday . Official 
Greek so urces said British Fo r­ 
eig n Minister J ames Callag han 
had pro po sed a 48 -ho ur recess 
and that this had been accepted 
by Greece. 
Turkish Fo reig n Minister Tu- 
ran Gunes to ld repo rters upo n 
leav ing the Genev a United Na­ 
tio ns headquarters, “ I do n’t 
think I will co me back.” 


In Ankara, Turkish Premier 
Bulent Ecev it met with his 
chief o f staff and said after­ 
ward his g o v ernment ex pected 
a po sitiv e o r neg ativ e answer 
to its pro po sals fo r a Cy prus so ­ 
lutio n by midnig ht. 
“ Afterwards we will decide 
whether to co ntinue with the 
co nference,” he said. 


In Athens, diplo matic so urces 
repo rted U.S Ambassado r Hen­ 
ry Tasca deliv ered an urg ent 
messag e 
to

Smaller harvests, higher prices confront shoppers

Americans can ex pect hig her 
supermarket prices nex t y ear 
because 
o f 
smaller-than-ex - 
pected farm harv ests this fall. 
That was the messag e that 
eco no mists and fo o d industry 
so urces g o t fro m the Ag ricul­ 
ture Department’s repo rt o n 
Mo nday that the natio n’s co rn 
harv est wo uld be lo wer than at 
any time since 197 0. 
“ It isn’t a disastro us situ­ 
atio n, but it’s a serio us o ne,” 
said Richard Ly ng , president o f 
the American Meat Institute. 
“ It do es mean in 197 5 upward 
pressure 
o n 
fo o d 
prices. 
There’s 
no 
questio n 
abo ut 
that,” said Dawso n Ahalt, an 
eco no mist fo r the Department 
o f Ag riculture. 


Ag riculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz to ld a meeting o f po ultry 
pro ducers in New Orleans that 
fo o d prices may g o up 14 per 
cent this y ear. That’s 2 per 
cent hig her than earlier esti­ 
mates. 
Butz said the ex act increase 
wo uld depend o n “ wag e rates 
in the fo o d pro cessing and 
packag ing industry .” 
The 
g o v ernment 
market- 
basket fo r J une, the mo st re­ 
cent mo nth av ailable, sho wed 
that fo o d prices ro se 3 per cent 
in the first half o f the y ear. The 
J uly fig ures fo r retail prices 
aren’t ready y et, but a recent 
repo rt sho wed who lesale fo o d 
prices went up 3.6 per cent last 
mo nth, indicating ano ther bo o st 
at the supermarket. 
Heav y rains during spring 


planting seaso n, fo llo wed by 
ho t, dry weather that reached 
dro ug ht pro po rtio ns in much o f 
the Midwest, cut sharply into 
the natio n’s harv ests o f co m 
and so y beans—two key g rains 
used to feed dairy co ws, beef 
cattle and po ultry . 


Butz repeated earlier claims 
that “ the impact o f the dro ug ht 
has been o v erestimated.” He 
said it was serio us, but no ted 
that the wheat cro p—harv ested 
earlier—was better than last 
y ear’s. 


Ly ng and o ther ex perts said 
it was hard to tell just what im­ 
pact the lack o f co rn wo uld 
hav e o n fo o d prices. 
Mo st 
ag reed that o v er the lo ng run, 
the co nsumer can ex pect to pay 
mo re fo r meat and milk. 


Last y ear’s co rn harv est was 
abo ut 5 .6 billio n bushels. Early 
this spring , the Ag riculture De­ 
partment predicted a 197 4 har­ 
v est o f 6 .4 billio n bushels. That 
was lo wered to an estimate o f 
between 5 .95 and 6.35 billio n 
bushels. 


Mo nday , the department said 
its best g uess was that farmers 
wo uld harv est 4.9 7 billio n bush­ 
els—do wn 12 per cent fro m last 
y ear. 


Rains that fell o v er the Mid­ 
west last weekend, to o late to 
affect the current cro p repo rt, 
helped the later-harv ested so y ­ 
bean cro p. But much o f the 
co m already was destro y ed 
Go v . J . J ames Ex o n o f Ne­ 
braska, where o fficials say the 
dro ug ht already has co st the 


state eco no my $2 billio n, said 
the smaller harv ests undo ubt­ 
edly wo uld push up fo o d prices 
nex t y ear. 
Glenn Kreuscher, Nebraska’s 
secretary o f ag riculture, said 
the 
smaller 
harv est 
wo uld 
mean hig her co m prices and 
hig her beef pro ductio n co sts. 
He said “ liv esto ck prices better 
g o up pretty fast” o r farmers 
will be fo rced to cut pro ductio n. 
That co uld bring a beef sho rt­ 
ag e, and still hig her super­ 
market prices, he said. 


Univ ersity o f Misso uri ag ri­ 
culture ex pert William Murphy 
ag reed: 
“ I can see hig h co rn prices, a 
sho rtag e o f co rn, a limit o n ex ­ 
po rts a bit and less liv esto ck 
bred because o f this.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Fo rd is mo v ing swiftly to 
plan an eco no mic summit co n­ 
ference to battle inflatio n which 
he labeled “ Do mestic Enemy 
No . 1.” And he is pressing Co n­ 
g ress to act within 10 day s to 
rev iv e the g o v ernment’s to o ls 
to mo nito r wag es and prices. 
Key co ng ressio nal Demo crats 
mo v ed quickly to day to fulfill 
Fo rd’s request to reactiv ate the 
Co st o f Liv ing Co uncil to mo ni­ 
to r wag es and prices. 
But they po intedly were no t 
predicting that either the pro ­ 
po sed summit o r the renewed 
wag e pnce mo nito ring wo uld 
bring a quick end to inflatio n.

There are few simp le choices in 
this comp lex technolog ical world. 
Often the question of what will bring 
the g reatest g ood to the g reatest 
number comes down to try ing to de­ 
cide what will cause the least harm 
to the least number. 
Cong ress, for ex am p le, is consid­ 
ering making p erm anent the em er­ 
g ency 55-mile-p er-hour sp eed limit 
on hig hway s. A flood of data shows 
that not only has it sav ed fuel but it 
has broug ht about a sig nificant re­ 
duction in deaths and injuries from 
traffic accidents. 
Obv iously , a lowering of the limit 
to 45 or 35 would sav e ev en more re­ 
sources, both m aterial and human. 
The ideal situation would be no traf­ 
fic deaths at all. But long before we 
achiev ed that g oal, which would re­ 
quire the banning of motor v ehicles 
entirely , we would reach a p oint 
where the benefits would beg in to be 
offset by other undesirable effects, 
such as the serious disrup tion of the 
economy . 
Another ex amp le is the current 
controv ersy ov er p oly v iny l chlor­ 
ide— PVC— a chemical used in an 
ex trem ely wide v ariety of modem 
p roducts, from food p ackag ing to 
automobile p arts to p lastic heart 
v alv es to p honog rap h records. 
Last January it was discov ered 
that ang iosarcom a, a rare form of 
liv er cancer, had been the cause of 
death among some 19 workers in the 
United States and Europ e inv olv ed 
in p rocessing v inv l chloride, a g as, 
into PVC. 
The workers had been ex p osed to 
the g as for any where from 14 to 27 
y ears before the cancers ap p eared, 
raising the p ossibility that more 
cases would beg in turning up . 
Because of this, the Occup ational 
Safety and Health Administration of 
the Dep artment of Labor p rop osed 
an emerg ency standard, effectiv e 
Ap ril 5, setting a max imum ex p os­ 
ure lev el of 50 p arts p er million of 
v iny l chloride in the air. The p rev i­ 
ous lev el had been 500 p arts p er mil­ 
lion. 
Then in May the OSHA p rop osed 
a p erm anent standard to reduce the

disp uted industry claim s that the 
p rop osed reg ulation would stop v iny l 
chloride p roduction and throw out of 
work as many as two million p eop le 
in the p lastics and other industries. 
The dep artm ent did acknowleg e the 
ex istence of some m arg inal firms 
mig ht be jeop ardized if they were 
forced to raise p rices to p ay for safe­ 
ty m easures. 
The up shot of the hearing s was a 
decision to delay the standard until 
Oct. 5 while a study of its technolog i­ 
cal and economic feasibility was 
m ade by the OSHA. 
“What we in OSHA hav e to do,” 
said its director Daniel P. Boy d, “is 
to arriv e at at p ractical solution 
based on a subjectiv e, but detailed, 
analy sis of all the factors under con­ 
sideration.”

WASHINGTON (N E A )-H onest, 
g enial Gerald Ford is a decep tiv e 
man. Say s one Ford friend, “If y ou 
think he’s not v ery sm art and does­ 
n’t know what he’s doing , look at his 
ey es sometime when y ou’re dicker­ 
ing with him. You catch on fast." 
Ford is quiet, unobtrusiv e, g e­ 
nial, considerate; but when he hands 
out a fav or he ex p ects coop eration in 
return. He’s a sup erb technician and 
a quiet p ersuader, not an arm twist­ 
er in the Ly ndon Johnson sty le. In 
this reg ard, Ford’s mild, friendly , 
just-a-football p lay er attitude is a 
“fooler.” He’s an adm inistrator, a 
driv er. His “not too brig ht” attitude 
(p eop le forg et his B av erag e at Yale 
Law School while working his way 
throug h) disarm s op p osition and 
draws p eop le to him who are eag er 
to aid. But his big “secret” is that 
he is an ex trem ely friendly , g ood 
man, whom ev ery one likes and re­ 
sp ects. Say s one associate, “When 
he g ets that hang -dog look on his 


face, y ou can’t say ‘No’.” 
More needs to be said about 
Ford’s “not v ery sm art” rep utation. 
This rep orter’s inv estig ations indi­ 
cate it is those with “causes” who 
hav e fastened this “football p lay er 
brain” label on Ford, insisting that 
he doesn't understand 197 4’s comp li­ 
cated national p roblems. Perhap s it 
is because he stay s neutral in ideo­ 
log ical arg um ents or because abov e 
all he is concerned with p rag m atic 
solutions a m ajority can ag ree on— 
rather than on theorizing . 
It’s frequently difficult, in fact, to 
know how Ford himself actually 
thinks on a g iv en issue thoug h he 
reg ularly m akes his op inion p ublic 
on 99 issues out of 100. But are these 
his op inions or the consensus he has 
built after listening to all av ailable 
v iews? Or are they op inions he ex ­ 
p resses because of his determ ina­ 
tion to op erate im p artially with the 
majority of Rep ublicans? 
As a cong ressm an, Ford has said 
he saw his job as g etting Rep ubli- 


try ing , and so on the ev e of his de­ 
p arture for Bucharest President 
Tito had a sudden v isit from the Pol­ 
ish p arty leader, Edward Gierek, 
and missed by only a few hours the 
Sov iet am bassador in Belg rade, who 
had broug ht him a letter from the 
Sov iet p olitburo. 
But judg ing by the v ag ue com­ 
munique issued after the Tito-Ceau- 
sescu meeting the Romanians hav e 
not budg ed. 
This week they hav e been talking 
about the conference with an Italian 
deleg ation. If the Romanians and 
Italians hold firm, President Tito 
will be p ut on the sp ot. He cannot 
send a deleg ation to a conference 
boy cotted by the Romanians without 
ap p earing to toe Russia’s line. 
But if he defies Russia, Leonid 
Brezhnev mig ht g et g oing with his 
big stick The flare-up of the old 
squabble with Bulg aria ov er Mace­ 
donia at the international sem inar 
on minorities in Ohrid on July 3 was 
a rem inder to the Yug oslav s of the 
kind of p ressure that Russia could 
dep loy ag ainst them.

WASHINGTON (N E A )- The na­ 
tion has nev er been really concerned 
about the num bers of illeg al aliens 
who annually cross its borders. At 
least not concerned enoug h to stop 
them. 
Actually , in the Southwest, the 
situation has been the stuff of g ood- 
natured folklore, with ballads sung 
for the likes of “Juan the W etback” 
and immig ration cop s eng ag ed in 
circular battles whereby aliens who 
are seized and dep orted soon return 
to be seized and dep orted ag ain . , . 
and ag ain . . . and ag ain. 
In truth, many Americans wel­ 
come the illeg als. Farm ers hire 
them as cheap stoop -laborers and 
tell consumers it help s keep the 
p rice of p roduce low. Homeowners 
emp loy them as cheap domestics 
and tell the neig hbors boastfully 
about the new serv ants. Usually law 
and order ty p es, these emp loy ers 
waltz around the rules in this cir­ 
cumstance. 
As of late, howev er, there has 
been new op p osition building to the 
centuries-old p roblem. 
American 
union leaders say the illeg als are 
taking jobs from citizens or at least 
keep ing the standards of such jobs 
so low that citizens refuse to accep t 
them. The Internal Rev enue Serv ice 
is increasing ly ang ry because most 
illeg als p ay no tax es. And the U.S. 
Immig ration and Naturalization bu­ 
reau is “sick and tired” of com m it­ 
ting larg e numbers of its relativ ely 
small force to p lay ing g ames of cat- 
and-mouse for no g ood or non-ap p re- 
ciated end. 
Indeed, the p roblem is no long er 
g ood-natured but out of control. As 
recently as the early 1960s, immi­ 
g ration bulls were dep orting a m ere 
30-40,000 illeg als annually ; this y ear 
the total will be at least 800,000. 
Leonard Chap man, the ex -Ma- 
rine Corp s commandant now immi­ 
g ration com m issioner, estim ates 
that “fiv e or six million illeg al aliens 
reside here at p resent.” Others feel 
the total is ev en hig her, but no m at­ 
ter. Say s Chap man: “The numbers 
are larg e enoug h to constitute a se­ 
v ere drain on our society .” 
He is correct. For the most p art, 
illeg al aliens are not wanderlust 
characters but job seekers who in- 
* v ariably send home whatev er mon­ 


ey they earn. Thus, not only do their 
actions dep lete Am erica’s already 
critical job m arket (at least fiv e 
million U.S. citizens are unem­ 
p loy ed), but, according to Chap man, 
“also account for much of our ov er­ 
seas money loss.” 


Then too, when the illeg als can’t 
find work they g o on welfare. Chap ­ 
man say s: “We sp end millions ev ery 
month sup p orting p eop le who are 
not sup p osed to be here at all.” 
Not surp rising ly , 
the 
p resent 
mov ement ag ainst this outrag e has 
been roadblocked in Cong ress, sp e­ 
cifically the Senate. The House side 
has twice p assed a sensible bill by 
Peter Rodino (D-N.J.), which would, 
astonishing ly for the first time, 
make it a crim e to hire the p eop le. 
Reducing the ease of their income, 
Rodino g uesses, would reduce 
aliens’ zeal to sneak ov er. But the 
arg um ent is lost on the Senate which 
has refused up to now to discuss the 
m atter seriously . 


But ev en if the Senate does ev en­ 
tually act on illeg als, there is an 
ev en more controv ersial im m ig ra­ 
tion p roblem on the horizon to tend 
to. The sam e p eop le who object to il­ 
leg al aliens in the United States are 
beg inning to wonder about Ameri­ 
can immig ration p olicies in g eneral. 
As Chap man observ es: “ Rig ht 
now we accep t about 400,000 leg al 
im m ig rants a y ear. That accounts 
for a solid 20 p er cent of the nation’s 
p op ulation g rowth. With dwindling 
jobs, crowded cities and disap p ear­ 
ing resources, we may reach a stag e 
where we hav e to think this thing 
ov er.” 
Unlike reducing the illeg al flow, 
reducing the leg als would likely be 
traum atic, America, after all, is a 
nation of im m ig rants; almost 47 
million hav e come in since 1820. 
Chang ing the p olicy would mean, as 
Chap man say s it, “ turning off the 
torch in the Statue of Liberty .” 
But hard times may force hard 
decisions. Or at least they should 
force hard dialog ue. General im m i­ 
g ration is a question a correctly 
functioning America should hav e 
been ex amining y esterday . But then 
so is the p roblem of illeg al aliens and 
as already noted, that has been stu­ 
diously av oided until, alas, it now 
threatens to ex p lode. 


cans to work tog ether. And that he 
has done more successfully than 
most, hav ing g eneral resp ect and 
warm friendship s among conserv a­ 
tiv es, liberals, middle-of-the-road­ 
ers— Democrats and Rep ublicans 
alike. Perhap s ag ain this is because 
he av oids biting those who op p ose 
him and because he will g o all out to 
help re-elect loy al Rep ublicans with 
whom he may differ strong ly . That 
straig htforw ard attitude is resp ect­ 
ed on the Democratic side of the 
aisle— and Ford is so g entlemanly 
about his Rep ublican loy alty and so 
obv iously honest that any thing he 
p rop oses is g iv en serious considera­ 
tion. 
As President, Ford will p robably 
be more p artisan than Mr. Nix on in 
making ap p ointments, p referring 
Rep ublicans for key p osts. Mr. Nix ­ 
on often chose men more for their 
loy alty to himself than to the Rep ub­ 
lican org anization. 
What is most likely under Mr. 
Ford, then, is an administration

which seems decep tiv ely closer to 
that of President Dwig ht Eisenhow;- 
er than to the p residencies of Nix orr, 
Johnson, K ennedy , T rum an o r 
Franklin Roosev elt. The chang es 
will be broug ht about so smoothly 
there will be less ex citement, ev ents 
p ermitting , than we hav e had for 
some time.

President Ford will concentrate 
on 
keep ing 
the wheels 
running 
smoothly . He will hold off on m ajor 
actions until ev ery one on ev ery side 
has p ut in his two cents worth H& 
will work closely with Cong ress, 
with the p ress and with the rep re­ 
sentativ es of foreig n countries. His 
disag reem ents will be quiet anc[ 
p rop er. He will attem p t p ersuasioh 
rather than arg um ent. 
There likely will be little com­ 
p laint from Cong ress that a Presi­ 
dent Ford is usurp ing p owers and 
p rerog ativ es. There may be com­ 
p laints he is not mov ing dram atical 
ly enoug h. No one will say he isn’t 
try ing .

vegetables in season helps to 
stretch the dollars spent for 
food —and they have a better 
flavor. Think , too, of the 
nutrients you are receiving as 
the long range benefit. 
Here is a run-down of the 
fresh fruit crop as forecast by 
the United Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Association. 
Bananas are in good supplies 
now. You are noticing more 
“specials” featuring sale of 
them. 
Tak e advantage of the “spe­ 
c ia ls” on blueberries, c an­ 
taloupes, grapes, and plums. 
Blueberries will soon be having 
higher price tags as they be­ 
come more scarce. August is 
the last of the peak season for 
most melons. Honey dews will 
continue at their peak in Sep­ 
tember. 
N ectarines 
were 
m ost 
abundant early this year with 
August being the top month for 
this fruit crop. The California 
crop is forecast at 15 per cent 
above last year’s crop so serve 
nectarines in lunches, salads 
and fresh fruit plates. 
Get out all those recipes using 
fresh peaches as the peach crop 
is sparse. Mak e peach pie, 
cobbler, or salads now. The 
California peach crop is one per 
cent higher than last year’s 
crop and is there anything more 
tasteful than peaches and 
cream? 
The USDA forecasts the total 
crop of pears to be two per cent 
less than last year’s crop. Bart­ 
lett pears are at produce 
departments now. • 
Have you ever seen such a

As you purchase fresh fruits, 
be aware that they are a wise 
purchase containing minerals 
and vitamins. Buy only fruits 
that have a characteristic color 
for that variety of fruit. As to 
size, the medium sizes are 
generally preferred for most 
purposes. Avoid being tak en in 
by unscientific information as 
“organically grown” fruits and 
vegetables. Often they are 
offered at 50 to 100 per cent 
more in price than other fruits 
and vegetables and they are in 
no way superior. Rely on your 
own good judgement of ap­ 
pearance and price, ignoring 
fancy claims made without 
having factual support. Fresh 
fruits and vegetables should be 
purchased for use within a 
short time. Some fruits must be 
held to soften and ripen. How­ 
ever, long storage periods at 
home are not practical. 
Enjoy the wide variety of 
fruits available to you at the 
produce counter.

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Bovine hides 
os forgets

Cou ld the hide of many thou sands of bov ine, which once prov ed 
to be the target of pesky flies, be a flop as far as being the focal 
froint of the offensiv e at-tack in the major-leagu e baseball parks? Is 
St tru e cowhide is creating the power shortage in San Francisco, At­ 
lanta, Pittsbu rgh and 13 other stadiu ms? 
t t Can Johnny Bench be termed a better prognosticator than 
¿Jacqu e Hetrick is, who might be dou bting his own words u ttered 
earlier in the spring? And cou ld the liv es of an astronomical nu m­ 
ber of horses once more be in danger of being snu ffed ou t so the 
American baseball fan can again see the white sphere disappear 
ov er the wall? 
What began as a research and testing problem in Chicopee, 
Mass., fiv e y ears ago finally su rfaced this y ear, florsehide, 
which has been u sed as the cov er for baseballs for nearly a cen­ 
tu ry , is almost impossible to obtain, according to Hetrick, di­ 
rector of sales and professional relations at the A. G. Spalding 
; Co. 
The horsenide was for many y ears imported from cou ntries 
like France, Italy and Yu goslav ia du e to a shortage in the United 
States. Bu t the spring of 197 4 saw the first cowhide baseball thrown 
in a major-leagu e contest in hopes a su bstitu te cou ld be fou nd for 
the scarce horsehide. 
Problems dev eloped du ring a New York Met-Boston Red Sox 
game where a cowhide ball literally “ex ploded” when it was hit. 
Another ball ripped apart at the seams. Hetrick reported these two 
incidents as the only problems of the spring and accou nted for the 
mishaps by stating “may be both balls were the start of a ru n (of 
produ ction) and the inspection wasn’t close enou gh.” 
Major-leagu e officials and ballplay ers felt at the time, 
howev er, the two split baseballs were ju st the beginning of a 
problem. “ The ball feels soft to me,” said Mets’ General Mana­ 
ger Bob Scheffing. “ The seams are also irregu lar, with some of 
them being raised and others being drawn u p tight.” 
Bench commented. “I cou ld almost peel the cov er off them. If 
y ou grip them hard enou gh and twist, the seams seem to giv e. The 
Cincinnati catcher also predicted there wou ld be fewer home ru ns 
hit becau se of less carry to the cowhide balls. 
If the su rface change cau sed the ball to be less liv ely , home-ru n 
produ ction wou ld fall off. Hetrick’s only statement was “We feel 
the cowhide (ball) is equ al to the horsehide.” He cou ld be wrong, 
especially if the present trend continu es. 
For althou gh batting figu res for teams hav e gone u p, the 
home ru n is significantly absent from the rise. Actu ally , the 
homer is highly ov er-v alu ed this season as an offensiv e weap­ 
on. While 14 ou t of 24 major-leagu e clu bs hav e increased their 
team batting av erages from last season (after a comparable 
I nu mber of games), 16 hav e hit fewer home ru ns. 
Neither leagu e has an adv antage in either batting or the long 
ball. Sev en teams in each circu it hav e plu s figu res in av erage while 
fiv e clu bs are down. Fou r hav e increased their home-ru n figu res 
bu t eight hav e negativ e accou nts. 
The Pittsbu rgh Pirates hav e a 268 batting ledger this season 
against a .263 mark last season bu t hav e hit 40 fewer homers. Phila­ 
delphia is u p 11 points (.267 from .256); howev er, the Phillies hav e 
20 less home ru ns. The Hou ston Astros hav e gained 20 points bu t 
hav e accou nted for 18 fewer fou r-baggers. 
On the other hand, the New York Mets hav e lost two points 
* bu t hav e gained 20 homers. The Padres of San Diego are down 
sev en digits in the av erage to cou nter-balance 16 additional 
! home ru ns. Three American Leagu e teams (Minnesota, Boston 
* and Clev eland) hav e higher batting statistics bu t fewer 
; homers. 
* 
The other nine A.L. clu bs all follow the same pattern— better 
av erage and more homers, or lower av erage and less home ru ns.

Yet no m atter how of tern the owners bu mble, the game in­ 
credibly , su rv iv es. Apparently , the produ ct is so good that it may 
be enfeebled bu t not altogether wiped ou t. 
In the last 20 y ears, only one team has kept on with one mana­ 
ger That is the Los Angeles Dodgers, with Walter Alston The 
Dodgers hav e won pennants, come close to others, fallen into the 
second div ision, retu rned to the top of the standings. Alston has re 
mained. It may be more than coincidence that Dodger owner Wal­ 
ter O’Malley has by far the most su ccessfu l operation in baseball 
He draws more fans, makes more money , pleases more cu stomers 
(with the cleanest and best-appointed park), and his team wins as 
many or more games than any competitor. 
The names of no other owners will be mentioned here for it is 
not this w riter’s intention to malign, impu gn, castigate or other 
wise bu m rap these birdbrains. Bu t isn’t the size of their alleged 
minds painfu lly apparent when they keep firing the people they 
hire? And with su ch relativ e swiftness? They ju st are incapable of 
making a skilled appointment to begin with. 
The pattern according to the record goes something like this • 
They hire a man who has shown that on a good day he can tie his 
baseball shoe withou t spiking himself. First y ear is the “get-ac­ 
qu ainted” y ear. Second y ear, he mu st prov e himself. Third y ear 
he is giv en one more try — u ntil midseason.

Tax works hop planned 


Persons wishing to learn how 
to prepare income tax returns 
will have the opportunity to do 
so at a series of workshops to be 
presented in 
October and 
November by the University of 
Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service, says M. T. Barlass, 
Lee County Extension Adviser. 
The workshops are designed for 
beginning tax practitioners who 
plan to prepare returns for 
other people. 


Each year, more and more 
taxpayers are seeking the help 
of 
competent 
persons 
to 
prepare and file their federal 
and state income tax returns, 
observes Barlass. TTie Exten­ 
sion Service has designed these 
workshops to help fill the need 
for trained practitioners 


The three-day sessions will 
deal prim arily with the prepa­ 
ration of federal farm income 
tax returns and state income 
tax returns, says Barlass How­ 
ever, many of the income tax 
regulations that will be taught 
also apply to small-business 
and indivudual returns 


Barlass emphasizes that the 
workshops are planned for per­ 
sons who have had little or no 
experience in preparing income 
tax returns for others and who 
wish to become more com­ 
petent Among the subjects to 
be covered are: Introduction 
and acquaintance with federal 
tax forms; basic rules and 
regulations; and farm income, 
expenses and depreciation 


On the third day of the work­ 
shops, students will prepare a 
typical income tax return. 


The workshops will be pre­ 
sented via the Cooperative E x ­ 
tension Service TeleNet Sys­ 
tem. says Barlass, This is a 
telephone network with two- 
way communication between 
several stations over the state. 
Students at each of the stations 
will be able to hear and talk 
with the workshop instructors 
on the telephone network 
Each of the TeleNet stations 
will also have a leader who will 
show and explain the visuals 
and personally help students 
with their questions and special 
problems 
Each person attending a 
workshop will receive a spe 
d a lly prepared workbook con 
taining copies of tax forms, 
problems, examples and help 
ful information 
Teachers for the workshops 


will be U. of I. Area Extension 
Advisers Donald L. Doerr and 
Em il C. Mosser and C. Allen 
Bock, Extension specialist in 
agricultural economics. 
Lee County students are 
invited to enroll for the work­ 
shop to be held October 14, 16, 
and 18 at the Extension Office 
in Amboy. Classes start at 9 
a.m. and finish at 4 p.m. each 
day. There is a $15 enrollment 
fee which covers the cost of ma­ 
terials and workbooks used in 
the workshops. 
Because attendance will be 
limited, Barlass advises in­ 
terested persons to contact him 
as soon as possible for enroll­ 
ment forms and complete in­ 
formation. 
Deadline for en­ 
rolling is September 10.
